The Wildcats 
took eight firsts out of fifteen events 
after forfeiting the relay to the Oxford 
men, but won only four second places 
while their opponents took ten. The 
Kentucky boys were too worn out 
from their other exertions to run the 
relay, which gave the Ohioans the long 
end of a 65 to 52 score. 

Captain Warren Clare was again 
the star of the meet, winning first 
place in tlie 100 yard dash, the 120 
yard high hurdles, the 220 yard dash 
and the 220 yard low hurdles. Thorn- 
ton won the half mile and was second 
in the mile, while Porter copped the 
mile and two mile races. So far as 
the running part of the meet is con- 
cerned the Kentucky boys won. but 
lost in the weight events.

means of obtaining better results in 
the military work at the University of 
Kentucky, the Department of Military 
Science and Tactics has instituted the 
novel plan of electing sponsors for the 
battalion. The election was held at 
the fifth hour Monday but as yet, the 
names of the winners have not been 
made public. 

The sponsor of the battalion and of 
each company will be of the same rank 
as the officer in charge. For example, 
'he girl elected as battalion sponsor 
will have the rank of major. The 
sponsors of the companies and 
platoons will have the same rank as 
the officer in charge and will wear the 
insignia of that ofBice. 

The purpose, of having the girls act 
as sponsors is in the main to create 
and stimulate interest among the 
men in the battalion and arouse en- 
thusiasm in the military work among 
the girls in the University. A sponsor 
will be expected to be out with her 
company on field days, days of com- 
petitive drill and any other 'time that 
is necessary) and convenient. She' 
will also act as hosrtess at the hops and 
any other social functions the Military 
Department may arrange during the 
year. Although nothing definite has 
been decided upon in "this connection, 
It is probable that a uniform similar 
to that worn by the women In service 
! during the war will be provided for 
i the girls, which they will wear on days 
J of service or at any other tline on the 
c am pus.

DELEGATION OF STATE 
CITIZENS TO INSPECT 
OTHER UNIVERSITIES 

Extension Committee Plans 
To Take Party on Tour 
Of Inspection 

WILL AID LEGISLATURE 

Visit Purdue, Ohio State, 
Wisconsin and Illinois 

Plans are being made by the lit** 
tlon Committee of the University to 
entertain a party of forty citizens, se- 
lected from various walks of life, who 
are Interested in the promotion of 
education and especially in the pro- 
motion of the University throughout 
the State. They have been invited by 
the Committee to visit the grounds 
and buildings of the University and in- 
spect the general physical equipment 
of the institution. This body of citi- 
zens Is to be taken by special Pullman 
to four other universities notablye: 
Purdue, Ohio State, University of Wis- 
consin, and University of Illinois. 

It is believed by promoters of the 
trip n better understanding of the 
needs of the University and thus sup- 
ply them with data when these various 
sections they represent will be called 
upon to make representation to the 
legislature for needed appropriations. 

The plans for the coming of this 
delegation have not been completed 
but will be announced later in the 
Kernel and other papers. This is one 
of the comprehensive steps that those 
interested in the upbuilding of the 
University will take toward bringing 
its needs before the legislature in Its 
forthcoming session. 

It will be recalled that In a former 
report of the Board of Trustees, Presi- 
dent McVey stated that 3.000 students 
ore more would be seeking entrance 
into the University within the next 
few years and it is imperative that if 
the university is to meet the demands 
upon it, that reconstruction plans and 
projects to get the money to carry 
them out be taken up now and prose- 
cuted vigorously. 

The Invitation of this delegation of 
citizens to meet here and stud Uni- 
versity problems comparatively with 
other institutions, is the most out- 
standing forward-going step along this 
line that has been taken to promote 
University welfare since, the recent 
survey of the institution was taken 
which has resulted in wide spread 
benefit.

The member institutions of the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletie As- 
sociation are indeed fortunate in hav- 
ing at this time, a critical moment in 
the history of the athletics, such a man 
as the Rev. Henry D. Philips as its 
president. Without exaggeration col- 
lege athletic activities as Mr. Philips 
said in his address In chapel Friday, 
particularly football, are in danger of 
becoming commercialized. The in- 
evitable accompaniment of commer- 
cialism is professionalism, as Doctor 
Philips pointed out. and the game must 
, be saved. This can be done only with 
the strongest kind of co-operation of 
association members and the work of 
the president in impressing them with 
their responsibility in the matter and 
spurring them to action is Invaluable. 

Certainly a glance at the history of 
racing, boxing, and baseball Is suf- 
ficient to awake the college man to 
the danger approaching his game. 
The deplorable crookedness of base- 
ball as exposed last summer is not at 
all an Impossibility with football. 
With the slightest of footholds pro- 
fessional gamblers may easily crowd 
out honest followers of the game. 

Present tendencies, unless soon 
checked, will become matters for 
genuine alarm on the part of those who 
want to see football ( remain the col- 
lege man's game. The practice of 
ringers, "mercenaries, hirelings, 
without a country." is not wholly 
extinct. Those who make the schedules 
of college games are. at times, inclined 
to give too much ear to tbe size of 
gate receipts and too little ear to the 
limits of natural rivalry. There is al- 
most always the "coterie of misdirect- 
ed alumni" which insists that pro- 
fessional players be used to win at any 
eost. Such tendencies are to be 
watched with jealous eye by the lovers 
of the game. 

In the final analysis, it is up to the 
which tflnd of sport he pre- 
The questions resolves Itself 
Into one of honest or dishonest sport. 
The honest student naturally will 
choose the honest game. No faculty, 
athletic council, athletic board, or in- 
sistent alumni can bring dUhonest 
athletics into college without the con- 
sent of the students.

What Makes the Firefly Glow? 

YOU can hold a firefly in your hand; you can boil 
water with an electric lamp. Nature long ago evolved 
the "cold light." The firefly, according to Ives and 
#Coblentz, radiates ninety-six percent light and only four 
percent heat. Man's best lamp radiates more than ninety 
percent heat. 

An English physicist once said that if we knew the fire- 
fly's secret, a boy turning a crank could light up a whole 
street. Great as is the advance in lighting that has been 
made through research within the last twenty years, man 
wastes far too much energy in obtaining light. 

This problem of the "cold light" cannot be solved merely 
by trying to improve existing power-generating machinery 
and existing lamps. We should still be burning candles if 
chemists and physicists had confined their researches to the 
improvement of materials and methods for making candles. 

For these reasons, the Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Company are not limited in the scope of 
their investigations. Research consists in framing questions 
of the right kind and in finding the answers, no matter 
where they may lead. 

What makes the firefly glow? How does a firefly's light 
differ in color from that of an electric arc, and why? The 
answers to such questions may or may not be of .practical 
value, but of this we may be sure — it is by dovetailing the 
results of "theoretical" investigations along many widely 
separated lines that we arrive at most of our modern 
"practical" discoveries. 

What will be the light of the future? Will it be like that 
of the firefly or like that of the dial on a luminous watch? 
Will it be produced in a lamp at present undreamed of, or 
will it come from something resembling our present incan- 
descent lamp? The answers to these questions will depend 
much more upon the results of research in pure science than 
upon strictly commercial research. 
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
